Police Judge Says Lincoln’ s 
Moral Tone Unusually 
High. 


Police Judge E. R. Chappell spoke 
Monday morning before the Lincoln 
M inisterial association, discussing 
moral conditions in Lincoln, and the 
work of tha new Municipal court, 
to bo established Jan. 1, 192r., 
Out of 100 oltles w ith sim ilar pop­ 
ulation, 
IJncoln 
Is 
tho 
cleanest 
morally . Judge Chappell declared. 
Some of these other cities he has 
studied and observed through the 
workings of Iheir municipal courts, 
the judge stated. 
"The reason for this is the char­ 
acter of those persona exercising 
the greatest Influence In the com ­ 
munity life,’’ Judge Chappell a s ­ 
serted. 
“Thi* needs to be so, with a great 
university and a num ber of sm aller 
educational Institutions where the 
y oung men and women of the state 
during their y ears of character for­ 
m ation are gathered. 
"You may hear reports tha t the 
unlveralty 
students 
are 
running 
wild.” he told the m inisters. "T hat 
can’t bo true, for only a very few 
are in police court," he said. 
Judge Chappell outlined his sy s­ 
tem of penalizing speeder*, and the 
plan by which he can "padlock" the 
cars of the more flagrant offenders. 
Speaking of the municipal court 
h« said: 
“The munlcjpal court will be a 
court of record, and have much 
more Jurisdiction than the police or 
justice courts. 
"This is a good thing because it 
will add dignity and respect to tho 
minor courts. 
It concentrates the 
law M forcem ent agencies and will 
expemte the work.” 
A resolution was passed by the 
association expressing its appre­ 
ciation for tho presentation made 
by Judge Chappell of his work in 
polioe court and his ideas concern­ 
ing the court to bo established.
